PEOTAP CHUNDEB MOZOOHDAR. 


Protap Chunder Mozoomdar was born 


about forty-two years ago, in the city of 
Calcutta, India. As soon as his eyes saw 
the light tbe Brahmin priest was sent for 
to cast bis horoscope, but the result sf 
tbe mystic calculations was long since lost, 
and that curiosity can never be satisfied 
which would like to know whether the 
superstitious priest even dreamed of the 
strange future which lay before the little 
child. 


The father of Protap Mozoomdar was a 


large, handsome man, with a benevolent 
and generous disposition, although fiery 
and irascible at times. He was himself 
the son of a rich and benevolent Hindu, 
who, as are all the family, was connected 
with the banking interests of Calcutta. 
They were not overzealous in Hindu be- 
lief, and Mr. Mozoomdar remembers as a 
boy seeing a liberal paper lying about the 
bouse, which he thinks must haye been a 
copy of the paper edited by Ram-Mohun 
Roy. 


His mother was not particularly fine 


looking, but she was very fair in com- 
plexion and gentle in manner. When 
Protap was but ten years old his father 
died, leaving his young wife to all the 
horrors of a Hindu widowhood. 
She sur- 


vived her husband nine years, but never 
ceased to mourn for him. One of the rec- 
ollections of her son was ef waking often 
and often to find his mother weeping 
alone in the darkness and silence of the 
night. 
Of a large family of brothers and 


sisters only a few grew up. Protap him- 
self was a very sickly boy, but grew 
stronger as he grew in years. He went 
to school as other boys did, and learned 
to read and write, but did not begin Eng- 
lish, of which he is such u complete mas- 
ter, till he was eleven years old. 
Little by little the studious youth lost 
faith in Hinduis TI and caste. He was al- 
ways seeking after God, if haply he might 
find him. 
As his mother used to rise at 


night to weep, so he would rise and pray. 
But iu all this struggle for monotheism he 
was never influenced by Christian mis- 
sionaries or the Bible. 
He was Dreiu- 
un,cu aft<..U3v uuiu, uuo especially agaTftst 
the Bible. 
The Bengali translation was 


so repulsive to him that he wis not at- 
tracted to read it in English. 


In about 1859 or 1860 he took the great 


step of his life in joining the Brahmo- 
Somaj as a disciple. "For all that I am, 
I am indebted to that step," says Mr. 
Mozoomdar of himself. He was soon 
after appointed to edit the "Tatwabodhir- 
ipattrika—"The Journal that Awakens a 
Knowledge of God"—a liberal paper 
started in about 1843. 
He also published 


a book, "The Religious Prospects of In- 
dia," the entire .cost of which was de- 
frayed by a generous uncle. 


Union with the Briibmo Somaj meant 


rupture with his family. 
He was com- 


pelled to suffer reproach and scorn, but 
never faltered in his purpose. 
The latn- 


ily house was sold ; he was given his 
share, and lived thenceforth in a little 
borne of his own. 


Mr. Mozoomdar was married 
while 


still very; yuunir. 
According to Hindu 


custom his" mother selected his wife for 
him, 
as his father was dea>l. 
He never 


even looked upon his bride's face until 
after thair marriage. It has been, how- 
ever, an exceedingly happy union. It is 
a proof that that method is not wholly 
objectionaule when a man can sav, as does 
Mr. Muzooiiid.ir: "If the whole world of 
women were to be presented to me, and 
I were allowed to select the one I would 
have for a wife, I would select her." They 
have no children. 


Mr. Muznorndar visited England in 


1874, and spent some eight months. 
He 


has also visited various parts of the Eu- 
ropean Continent, and has traveled ull 
over India, preaching and teaching. 
His 


recent visit to America followed a stay 
of several months in England, where he 
was most warmly received. 
Iu this coun- 


try, from Boston to San Francisco, he 
met exceedingly cordial welcome. His 
enthusiasm for the cause of religious re- 
form in India is intense, and he presents 
it with marvelous eloquence. Not only

SHERIDAN'S FAMOUS EIDE, 


He was summoned by the Government 


to Washington for consultation, and dur- 
ing his absence Early determined once 
more to attack the national at my. The 
plan was well conceived.

SAVIHQ OLD PAINTINGS. 


"There are two distinct branches of 


the art of renovating paintings," the ren- 
ovator said. "One is the easy process of 
filling tho cracks with a composition 
rubbed in from the back, and then back- 
ing it with canvas. The more difficult 
branch of the art is that of transferring a 
painting from one canvas to another; 
or, what is most difficult of all to accom- 
plish, that of transferring to new canvas 
a painting en wood." 


The name of tho renovator was en- 


graved with graceful flourishes on the 
silver door-plate of his four story brick 
residence : In tho first story was a parlor, 
but in the second was a carpenter's shop 
to all appearance. 
A long, wide bench 


was in the middle of the room, and at 
one end of it were planes, chisels and 
other edged tools. On. the waili wera 
faded pictures in frames. 
On tho floor 


and leaning against each other were a 
hundred pictures standing on edge. The 
workman, with a short plane, look off 
bits of wood from a slat at each stroke as 
he continued talking. 


"To transfer a painting from one can- 


vas to another is not difficult," ha said. 
"I first paste several thicknesses of tissue 
paper on the face of the painting after 
taking it from the frame. When it is 
dry the canvas is wet thoroughly, and I 
peel it from the back of the picture, leav- 
ing the painting fast to the tissue paper, 
After it dries again I glue a new canvas 
to the back of the picture, and when it 
has dried for the fourth time I wet the 
tissue paper and peel it off. The picture 
is then ready for the usual cleansing and' 
renovating processes." 


"Are there many important paintings 


on wood in existence ?" 


"Very many, or there were before they 


we'e transferred to canvas. 
1'aiutcra 


have always been fond of painting on 
wood because it is so smooth and firm 
under the brush. 
Many artists iu Spain 


and Italy uso it now. Oh the table there 
is a 'Last Supper' painted on wood. It is 
owned by Mr. L. M. Barlow, and he 
prizes it highly. It is by on old master, 
and the wood has begun to decay. When 
the wood under the paintings begins to 
warp or show signs of decay, then the 
owners have the boards 'cradled,'as it is 
called—that is, a network of wood is fas- 
tened to the back of the picture to keep 
it from warping. 
When the wood is so 


old that the paint begins to flake off 
from old age, then the only chance to save 
it from ruin is to transfer it to canvas. 


"I p.istc tho tissue paper on the face of 


the painting, and then turn it over and 
plane off the wood with a plane whose 
iron has a convex cage. 
When the wood 


is worked do\\n thin I use a chisel with 
rounded edge, and when the white paint,

picture, begins to appear, I take off the 
last of the wood with pumice stone and a 
damp sponge. 
The nature of the wood 


varies much, and on this depends the 
difficulty of my work. The Holland and 
German painters always used oak 
for 


their paintings. In the south of Europe 
a species of popular was used, probably 
because it is must common. 
Sometimes 


there are knots on that side of the panel 
on which the artist painted, and when tho 
wood is cut down thin the knot crumbles 
away and brings with it partof thepainting. 
Then, of course, the paint has to be re- 
stored after the w»rk of art is transferred 
tu c.mvns, which is done by pasting can- 
vas on the back and then pressing it with 
hut irons on a s'liooth marhle slab.

mit sp.'eches of some length to memory, 
and the ease with which they learn the 
language of swearing and invective is 
highly suggestive. There is hardly any 
sound whicl; this clover bird will not imi- 
tate 
One naturalist thus catalogues the 


accomplishments of a parrot in his pos- 
session : 


I have heard him imitate, or rather re- 


produce in rapid succession, the most dis- 
similar of sounds without the least cfl'ort 
and with the most astonishing truthful- 
ness. He could whistle lazily like a street. 
idler, cry prawns and shrimps as well as 
any coster-monger, creak like an un- 
grcased "sheave" in the pulley that is set 
in the blocks throogh which ropes for 
sundry nuutical purposes, or keep up a 
quiet and gentle monolouge about his own 
accomplishmeetbwith a simplicity of atti- 
tude that was most absurd. 


Even in the imitation of louder noises, 


he was equally expert, and could sound 
the danger whistle or blow off steam with 
astonishing accuracy. 


Until I came to understand the bird, I 


used to wonder why some invisible per- 
son was always turning an imperceptible 
capstan in my close vicinity; for the par- 
rot had also learned to imitate the grind- 
ing of tho capstan bars and the metallic 
clink of the catch as it falls rapidly upon 
the cogs. 


As for the ordinary accomplishments of 


parrots, be possessed the'n in perfection ; 
but in my mind, his most perfect perform- 
ance was the imitation of a dog having his 
foot run over by a cart-wheel. First 
there came the sudden, half-frightened 
bark as the beast found itself in unex- 
pected danger, and then the loud shrieks 
of pain, followed by the series of howls 
thvt is popularly termed "pen and ink." 
Lastly, the howls grew fainter as the dog 
«as supposed to he liiiiping away, and you 
realh scfincd to hear him turn the corner 
and retreat iti';o the distance. 
The mem- 


ory of the bird must have been most to- 
nacious, and its powers of observation far 
beyond the conmioij order ; for he could 
not have been witness to such a canine 
accident more than once. 


An instance of animal intelligence it 


related of the baby elephants in tbe Zoo- 
logical Gardens at St. Petersburg. Vis- 
itors had been accustomed to fe«d them 
with cakes and candy, which were thought 
by the keepers to be poor food for their 
young stomachs. Therefore a notice was 
put up. forbidding the practice ; but tbe 
visitors paid no heed to it for they liked 
the fun of seeing the elephants eat tbe 
sweets.

A dense column of smoke

to a heigth of about 40,000 feet above the

explanation to the public, of Bristol, re- 
garding the entertainment given in Ca- 
been's Hall, on last Saturday evening 
February 2d, for the benefit of Martha 
Washington Chamber, No. 2, 0. K. F 
Mr. William Wilson was the originator ol 
the affair, and he proposed to give the 
concert for the benefit of our order at his 
own expense. 
He associated with him- 


self about ten or 12 young ladies and gen- 
tlemen of Bristol, who for weeks hac 
been practicing, so as to give an excellent 
entertainment, and after being in readi- 
ness, he thought that their parts woulc 
not be sufficient to give an evening's 
concert, aud therefore went to the cit; 
to get assistance, and was advised by 
some of his friends to hire the Bijou Va- 
riety troupe. He then left word to en- 
gage some of the troupe to come to Bris- 
tol with the understanding that they were 
to appear in white faces only. When 
they came here they told some of the 
committee that they had permission from 
the manager of the ball to blacken up 
which when they appeared on the stage 
proved to be a base fabrication, which 
one of the committee explained to tbe 
audience from the sta^e.
